ARE WE UTTERLY HELPLESS? 


The man or men who placed the 
time-bomb on crowded Market street 
in San Francisco on Saturday last, 
which caused the death or maiming 
of nearly half a hundred human be¬ 
ings, had no private grudge to satisfy. 

That monstrous crime was not 
aimed at any person in particular, 
but at social order and society at 
large. 

The outburst of popular wrath is 
natural, and the determination to fer¬ 
ret out, run down and punish the 
wretch or wretches guilty of that 
fiendish act is commendable, and it is 
to be hoped may be successful. 

The law exacts a murderer’s life as j 
the price of his crime. 

In this case, no such paltry penalty 
can in anywise atone for such an 
atrocious deed, but it is all the law j 
can claim. 

Taking the life of the man or men 
guilty of this awful crime satisfies 
the statute; but will not prevent a i 
recurrence of such appalling outrages 
in the future. 

This and all such crime is the 
natural fruit of the modern pro-} 
paganda known as “direct action.” 

In plain English, this term means 
resort to violence as a remedy for 
evils, either real or imaginary; which 
is simply another name for anarchy, 
and anarchy is the most malignant 
form of treason. 

In this connection a superior judge 
of San Francisco is reported as say¬ 
ing: “If there is any way for the law 
to reach sects and colonies of persons j 
who advocate destruction of life and j 
property, they should be eliminated i 
from American civilization.” 

The present law of our land de¬ 
bars undesirable aliens entrance to 
our country, and the law also pro¬ 
tects public health by the removal of 
lepers. 

Why, then, oh, wise judge! should 
there be an “if” in the way of a law 
to provide for the removal of much 
more dangerous moral lepers, who 
infest our country and endanger the | 
entire fabric of social order and civil 
government? 

A Dry Tortugas would be a fitting ! 
home for these fiends in human form.i 

If we cannot protect our country i 
against this peril, we confess the 
utter helplessness and fatal weakness 
of free government.

PREVENTION OF 

INFANTILE PARALYSIS 


To control the present epidemic of 
infantile paralysis, according to a 
statement issued by the United States 
public health service to-day, the chain 
of infection between persons harbor¬ 
ing germs of the disease and the well 
members of the community should be 
broken. Infantile paralysis is prob¬ 
ably caused by a very minute organ¬ 
ism found in the nasal, mouth and 
bcwel discharges of those who have 
the disease or who are carriers of the 
germ without themselves suffering 
from the ailment. All of the steps in 
the spread of the infection are not 
known, but if this germ can be pre¬ 
vented from passing from the infected 
to the well person, the disease will 
cease. 

Infantile paralysis is not a disease 
of recent origin. Sporadic or scattered 
cases have occurred throughout the 
country for many years, but it is only 
during the last decade that the infec¬ 
tion has assumed epidemic propor¬ 
tions in the United States. The pres¬ 
ent epidemic in New York City, on 
account of its magnitude and viru¬ 
lence, has awakened the residents of 
many communities to the danger of 
the importation of the disease into 
their own midst. This danger is real, 
but if due precautions are exercised it 
is believed that the epidemic will sub¬ 
side. 

The actual control of the present 
epidemic must be left to the city, 
state and federal health authorities. 
These organizations will properly 
quarantine and care for affected per¬ 
sons, prescribe sanitary measures and 
limit as may be necessary the travel 
cf individuals in order to protect 
neighboring districts from the infec¬ 
tion. Individuals and communities, 
however, can do much toward their 
own protection. 

Poliomyelitis is probably spread 
directly or indirectly through the 
medium of infective secretions. Ac¬ 
count must therefore be taken by 
communities of every means by which 
such secretions are disseminated. 
Promiscuous expectoration should be 
controlled. The common drinking cup 
affords a method for the interchange 
of material of this nature and should 
therefore be abolished. Rigid cleanli¬ 
ness of glasses and utensils at soda 
fountains, in saloons and other public 
places should be enforced. Flies, 
roaches and other vermin, by coming 
in contact with infective secretions, 
may possibly convey them to our food 
and thus directly bring about the de¬ 
velopment of disease. Therefore 
eliminate insects. Street and house 
dust bear a definite relation to the 
spread of many infections and it is 
not unreasonable to presume that 
they may be a factor in the dissemina¬ 
tion of infantile paralysis. Maintain 
strict cleanlines of streets, yards and 
alleys in order to prevent the breed¬ 
ing of insects and other vermin. See 
that all garbage and waste are prop¬ 
erly cared for and collected at regu¬ 
lar and frequent intervals. Guard all 
food supplies, especially milk and 
other perishable products. Digestive 
troubles of children arising from the 


ingestion of food of questionable 
quality may lower resistence. Assem¬ 
blies of children in infected localities 
are to be discouraged, if not actually 
forbidden. While the above measures 
are in a sense general, and applicable 
to many epidemic diseases, their im¬ 
portance should not be overlooked. 

Individual preventive measures 
may thus be summarized: 

Summon a physician at once and 
immediately notify the health officer 
of the presence of the disease. If the 
disease is present in the community, 
medical aid should be sought when¬ 
ever a child is sick, no matter how 
light the illness; many cases of in¬ 
fantile paralysis begin with a slight 
indisposition. Should the illness 
prove to be infantile paralysis isolate 
the pateint, place a competent person 
in charge, and reduce all communica¬ 
tion with the sick room to a minimum. 
Hospital care is preferable, not only 
for the child but in order to better 
safeguard against the spread of the 
disease. The sick room should be 
well ventilated and screened. Nasal 
and mouth secretions should be re¬ 
ceived in cloths, placed in a paper bag 
and burned. The clothing of the child, 
the bed linen and the excretions 
should be disinfected in the same 
manner as for typhoid fever, that is 
by boiling, the long continued appli¬ 
cation of 5 per cent carbolic or other 
well-recognized disinfectant. The same 
is true for dishes and drinking ves¬ 
sels. Nurses should exercise the same 
precautions as regards cleanliness of 
hands in caring for infantile paralysis 
patients as for those afflicted with 
j other infectious diseases, 
j A child may convey the disease to 
others even after a lapse of several 
weeks. For this reason quarantine 
: should be maintained for a consider- 
| able period, usually from six to eight 
j weeks, and the above precautions 
! should be adhered to during this time, 
j Disinfection of the room following re- 
i eovery is advisable.
